Groups petition FCSS funding shut out 

Didsbury preschool, Inspiring Change face tough decisions after grants reduced

Abused women may lose critical sup¬ 
port in Didsbury after a funding board 
turned down the request to finance local 
programs. 

Andrea Silverstone, executive director 
for Inspiring Change, Peer Supports for 
Abused Women, was shocked last week 


as the Community Services Board 
denied the organization over $13,000 in 
requested grant dollars. 

The money was going to keep the 
momentum on local programs, such as 
higti school courses and support groups 
for victims of domestic violence. 

“It doesn’t make any sense to me at all 
... I am very, very upset," Silverstone 
said. 


The Community Services Board - 
which includes Coun. Gayle Veno and 
FCSS director Jolene Leutschaft - 
reviewed 10 applications with requests 
for over $70,000 in funding. They sub¬ 
mitted a report to town council last 
Tuesday on how to divvy up Didsbury 
Family and Community Support 
Services (FCSS) monies. 

FCSS received $101, 00!) from the 


provincial government this year; $2,000 
more than it got in 2009. Half of the 
amount will go towards community 
groups decided on by the Community 
Services Board and town council. The 
rest of the dollars, including a contribu¬ 
tion of almost $50,000 from the town, 
will cover FCSS operational costs.

Naismith made torch

Didsbury’s Walty 

Naismith gave torchbear- 
ers something to hold dur¬ 
ing the Calgary 1088 
Winter Olympics. 

Twenty-two years ago, 
his employer - Volk 
Precision Industries - won 
the contract to produce 
the metal work on 50 
Olympic torches. He made 
the first one off the line. 

“We were making mili¬ 
tary missile noses and oil 
and gas machine parts 
when we started doing 
this ... il was a huge 
thrill," Naismith said. 

“1 definitely felt pride 
for being part of the 
Olympics." 

Naismith was the super¬ 
visor for the computer 
program dial would con¬ 
trol the machines carving 
out the metal work for the 
Calgary lower replicas. 
He had to make sure the 
machines would make 
each piece - lid, ball and 
body - perfectly. 

“1 didn’t want us to 
wreck these torches ... so 
I made the first one of 
stainless steel. My son, 
Robert sawed off the first 
piece for the lid and my 
other boy, Frank, cleaned 
the shop," he said. 

“We all worked together 
to finish the first torch." 

Other companies creat¬ 
ed the casts and fashioned 
the wooden handle, then 


the pieces were sent to 
Volk Precision with the 
RCMP, to be finished. 

“The RCMP would 
count every one of those 
casted bodies and we’d 
have to give each one 
hack, finished, even if we 
broke the cast to pieces,” 
Naismith said. 

“Fortunately we didn’t

screw up. 

It took the company just 
a few’ weeks to finish their 
contribution to the 
Olympics and as they 
shipped off the last of the 
torches, Naismith took 
the original stainless steel 
piece home. 


He was living with his 
wife in Calgary when the 
torehbearers jogged past 
him towards the Calgary 
cauldron. He held his own 
torch high and waved it 
front the sidewalk. 

“It was special to have 
my own torch ... even 
now I feel a connection to 
the Olympics, for sure,” 
he said. 

He wanted to wave the 
torch at this year’s torch 
parade in Olds, but forgot 
it on his living room wall 
as he raced out of the 
house to join the crowd. 

A few A weeks later, he 
donated the stainless 
steel work to the 
Mountain View Museum. 
It will be there in the 
Olympic display until mid- 
March. 

“This is huge for the her¬ 
itage of our area. A man 
from Didsbury made this 
torch ... the first one 
before the torches went 
into mass production,” 
said Michael Dougherty, 
manager of the museum. 

“I am not sure how 
many Canadian-made 
torches have this personal 
a connection.”

Elected officials agreed, 
Feb. 23 with the board’s 
decision to provide fund¬ 
ing to several community 
groups, such as DOSC’A, 
Heroes/H2 Program, 
Mountain View 

Community Literacy 
Society and Chinook’s 
Edge School Division. 
Inspiring Change and 
Didsbury Preschool 
received nothing. 

It was a huge blow 
organizers said. They plan 
on petitioning the decision 
later this month. 

“I’m surprised ... we 
definitely need the money. 
Forty per cent of our 
clients are from 
Didsbury," said Trina 
Lonsberry, a facilitator 
with Inspiring Change. 

The board advised 
against giving the Calgary- 
based organization money, 
concerned dollars would¬ 
n’t go toward Didsbury 
projects. 

Though, “the board 
would like to see a pro¬ 
gram like this developed 
for the rural communities 
of Mountain View 
County," it wrote in its 
report to council. 

But the programming is 
already here, Lonsberry 
said. 

Inspiring Change 1 has 
been operating in 
Didsbury for a year. It’s 
joined Didsbury's Active 
Creative Engaged 

Communities program, 
operated self-esteem 

workshops, counselled 
abused women one on one 
and educated students. 


Orphanage Outreach. 

“We’ll be these English 
speaking folks trying to 
run a Bible school to a 
group of Spanish speaking 
kids ... it should be inter¬ 
esting,” said Glenn Sears, 
chuckling. 

They have been getting 
speedy Spanish lessons 
every Sunday night and 
know enough to greet 
their pupils and run 
through their names - 
there’s still a lot to learn. 

Sears said he’s looking 
forward to the challenge 
and especially to experi¬ 
encing it with his family. 


$1,000 for full-time 
employees and $450 for 
part-time. 

The request stunned 
Gail Nowlan. who recent¬ 
ly saw five jobs axed to 
support this year's tight 
budget. 

“We can do this even 
when we did ... the reor¬ 
ganization?” she asked.

to do when their boyfriend 
says he’ll kill himself if 
she leaves, or if they see 
someone pushing a 
woman around. This pro¬ 
gram gives them those 
skills." 

But the high school pro¬ 
gram and workshops for 
abused women are in 
jeopardy of folding in this 
community without fund¬ 
ing, Silverstone added. 

The organization is not 
mandated to provide serv¬ 
ices to communities in 
Mountain View County if 
a town doesn't show it 
supports the program. 

Olds FCSS gave 
Inspiring Change over 
$12,000 and Cremona 
contributed $4,000 to 


“The whole reason we 
are doing a short-term 
mission trip like this is so 
our kids can come along. 
We want them to see how 
less fortunate families in 
other countries live 
because I really don't 
think they have a clue,” he 
said. 

Trevor Phypers, parent, 
led a mission trip to 
Honduras in Central 
America 11 years ago with 
a youth group and said 
seeing how another cul¬ 
ture lived changed every¬ 
one’s worldview. 

He wants the Dominican 


Roy Brown, chief 
administrative officer for 
the Town of Didsbury, 
said the town could not 
afford to pay employees 
more if it had not fired 
five last month. And the 
pay increases will help 
retain those still working 
for the municipality. 

“We have to be on par 


keep the initiative run¬ 
ning in their towns. 

“It's unfortunate that we 
may now not be able to 
offer programs (in 
Didsbury) because of 
some misinformation,” 
Silverstone said of the 
board’s reason to deny 
funding. 

Last September, seven 
participants from 

Didsbury participated in a 
six-week self-esteem pro¬ 
gram. Four Didsbury 
women have also made 
the trip to Olds to partici¬ 
pate in peer support 
groups and six clients are 
getting one-on-one coun¬ 
selling from the non-prof¬ 
it. 

“This is a wonderful 
service. We’ve never had 
peer support in our rural 
communities. As far as 
healing and recovering 
these women had to go to 
other communities," said 
Roberta Hammer, pro¬ 
gram coordinator for 
Chinook Arch Victim 
Services. 

Chinook Arch, w’hich 
helps abused women 
through the criminal jus¬ 
tice system, has referred 
25-30 women to Inspiring 
Change for therapy in the 
last year. 

“From our point of 
view, this is really, really 
helpful and I’d be sad¬ 
dened to see us lose the 
program completely,” 
Hammer said. 

Didsbury’s Preschool 
could also be looking at 
tough decisions this year 
after FCSS denied it 
$4,188 in funding. 

The not for profit pre¬ 
school was counting on 
FCSS grants, «»s it always 
does, to keep fees low for 
parents and the burden of 
fundraising off the backs

The Didshury Preschool 
has been relying on FCSS 
for the last 20 years and 
the board said it believes 
the group will “do fine 
going out on their own.” 

Crawford disagrees. 
She said that some of 
their fundraisers this year 
have flopped and they 
need the money. 

“1 have been here for 12 
years and not once have 
they told us we need to be 
self-sustainable ... and 1 
can’t find anything in the 
FCSS policy that says that 
either," Crawford said. 

The preschool will 
appeal the decision not to 
give funds, but if the ver¬ 
dict stands, Crawford is 
concerned it will mean 
raising fees. 

Parents are paying $70 a 
month for the two day a 
week program, and are 
facing a $5 increase next 
year. 

They may not be able to 
afford another one, 
Crawford said. 

“And you want kids to 
be able to come here. We 
can spot learning disabili¬ 
ties or speech problems 
so these kids get the extra 
help and are ready for the 
school system," she said. 

The next Community 
Services Board meeting is 
March 11.

Tired drivers 
deserve same 
penalty as 
impaired ones

The provincial government is 
renewing efforts to make sure all 
Alberta drivers know the dangers 
and risks of fatigued driving - 
with the end goal being to make 
roads and highways safer for 
everyone. 

As with other public awareness campaigns, this 
latest undertaking will probably only achieve its 
full measure of success if drivers take it upon 
themselves to learn about the dangers and to take 
those dangers seriously. 

If all too many drivers, on the other hand, contin¬ 
ue to ignore the warning signs, the end result will 
no doubt be more avoidable road and highway 
crashes, some minor and some much more serious. 

While it may at first sound surprising, Alberta 
Transportation officials say driving when you are 
tired can actually be just as dangerous as drunk 
driving. 

“Driving while extremely tired can make you a 
road hazard,” says Transportation Minister Luke 
Ouellette. “It is as dangerous as impaired driving 
because it slows a driver’s reaction time, decreases 
awareness and impairs judgment in a way similar 
to alcohol or drugs.” 

Alberta Transportation says while a lack of sleep 
is the most common form of drowsy driving, there 
are other factors that can also lead to driver 
fatigue, including driving long distances alone or 
without rest breaks, and driving through the night 
or at times when the driver normally sleeps. 

As well, some medications can increase sleepi¬ 
ness; contributing, in turn, to driver fatigue and 
resulting problems behind the wheel. 

While any driver can be susceptible to tired driv¬ 
ing, statist ics show that drivers most at risk include 
shift workers, commercial drivers, people with 
untreated sleep disorders, and teenagers and 
young adults. 

As well, the province says fatigue-related crashes 
are common in young drivers because they tend to 
stay up late, sleep less than they should, and drive 
more often at night. 

No one wants to see Alberta roads and highways 
become more dangerous; in fact, the opposite is 
certainly true for the vast majority of drivers, 
including those in West Central Alberta. 

Hopefully the province and other stakeholders 
will be able to convince drivers of all ages that 
operating a motor vehicle when fatigued poses a 
real danger that is avoidable in all cases. 

Then again, that same safety message has been 
preached about drunk driving for many years and 
yet all too many drivers continue to ignore their 
responsibility to drive sober. 

Maybe it’s time for the federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments to get together and make the penalties 
for fatigued driving as severe as those for impaired 
driving? 

With any luc k this new awareness campaign and 
other related efforts will make such a drastic move 
unnecessary.

Change needed for Alberta's 
electoral system

Our democratic institutions have lost 
their lustre. Dreadfully low voter 
turnout, a disengagc'd public and an 
unhealthy apathy are now considered 
the norm. Albertans need to take back 
our democracy from our politicians 
and demand access to the legislatively 
protected, democratic tools necessary 
to stay engaged, informed and effec¬ 
tive. Moreover, we need to feel rele¬ 
vant as participants, rather than mere 
spectators. 

To accomplish this, Alberta needs to 
embrace the further enfranchisement of 
its citizens with tools such as citizens' 
initiative, fixed-election dates, recall 
and, perhaps, complete voting reform. 

To be sure, Albertans have been 
blessed to live in a society that holds 
regular elections without the fear of 
physical threat. Yet practices need to l>e 
refurbished. We didn't stop when only 
white, male landowners had the vote. It 
was rightfully extended to women, 
then alK)riginals. 

As it currently stands, the extent of 
our democratic action for most 
involves spending five minutes to drive 
to your local school or community hall 
once every 1,4(50 days to mark a ballot. 
'Participants" for one day, "sjiectators" 
for the next four ye;irs. 

Undoubtedly, some will suggest that 
if people can't be bothered even to do 
that one simple act, why should we 
consider empowering apathetic, unin¬ 
formed people to make mom important 
decisions? 


The question becomes one of the 
chicken and the egg. Did apathy break 
the current system, or did a broken sys¬ 
tem cause the apathy? Will people 
become more engaged if they are 
allowed to recall their Ml As, launch 
and participate in referendums or 
know their vote will count? 

Of course, simply increasing voter 
turnout should not Ik 1 the only goal. 
Citizens need to know their participa¬ 
tion matters. 

Few politicians want to give up the 
jxnver to make decisions, despite polls 
showing the vast majority of Alliertans 
want access to Ixrth the citizens' initia¬ 
tive and recall. A 2001 Environics poll 
indicated 79 per cent of Albertans 
wanted the right to l>e able to petition 
for and receive a referendum on ;ui 
issue important to them. A 200(5 Ipsos- 
Reid poll indicated 77 per cent of 
All>ert;ins wanted the right to recall 
their politicians. 

Alberta once had a citizens' initiative 
law. From 1913 to ’58, AllH'rta had the 
Direct legislation Act, where 20 per 
cent of the voters could |>ctition the leg¬ 
islature to pass a proposed law. 
Unfortunately, the excessively high sig¬ 
nature threshold ensured no referen- 
diuns trxik place. According to Barry 
Cooper of the l ’ni versify of Calgary, the 
act was regaled after a handful of 
Albertans stalled asking questions on 
how the law could lx 1 list'd. 

A similar story graces Alberta's histo¬ 
ry books when it comes to recall. 
IYcmier Aberhart's government passed 
the Recall Act in April 1936 and 


promptly rescinded the legislation in 
October 1937, retroactively, when he 
became a target. 

The lesson to be learned here is that 
it's not Allx'rtans who art' the int(X'di- 
ment to greater denxx racy, but rather 
our politicians. They an 1 both the gate- 
kix'fx'rs of reform, and the ones who 
liave the most to lose. 

Even implementing a simple demo¬ 
cratic reform such as fixed-election 
dates has been like pulling teeth in 
Canada, because it removes a (tower 
the government enjoys to wield. Only 
B.C., Ontario, Newfoundland and 
labrador and the Northwest Territories 
have taken even this minor step. 

And wliile changing the entire voting 
system has largely been rejected in the 
few provinces that have attempted it 
(B.C., Ontario and P.E.I.), at least they 
have had the discussion. In both B.C. 
and Ontario, citizens' assemblies were 
held to take status-quo-loving politi¬ 
cians out of the mix. 

While the results may also lx> reject¬ 
ed in Allx'rta holding a citizens’ assem¬ 
bly on deniwratic reform would lx> an 
exercise worth attempting. 

Systemic democratic reform would 
not cure all ills, nor would it create per¬ 
fect voter turnout, but it could breathe 
a whole lot of life back into Alberta's 
moribund democracy.

Years after farmers 
started the Rosebud 
Community Grow Project, 
they’ve run out of land to 
seed. 

The group has been 
raising crops on the hill¬ 
side above the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church for the last six 
years and making an 
event out of harvest time. 
It’s all for a good cause - 
but this year the affair has 
to move. 

Last September, specta¬ 
tors gathered in the 
scorching heat to cele¬ 
brate an end to the year¬ 
long project and watch 
with interest as five com¬ 
bines worked in concert 
to harvest 8,000 bushels 
of barley. 

The money raised from 
the harvest went - as it 
always does - to the 
Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank, an organization 
that sends food aid over¬ 
seas. 

Since the project start¬ 
ed in 2004, they’ve raised 
$101, 256, which has been 
matched fourfold by the 
federal government. 


“This is a worthy cause 
... they really need our 
help badly overseas,” said 
Willard Stauffer, a 
founder of the Rosebud 
grow organization. 

That’s not to say people 
in Mountain View County 
don’t get hungry, just that 


the need seems more 
obvious on the drought 
ravaged plains of some 
countries and slums of 
others, he said. 

Stauffer wants to see 
another crop spring up 
for the cause this year, 
but the group needs land 


to plant. The 100-acre plot 
they’ve been using has 
been sold. 

“We didn’t pay rent and 
I don’t imagine it will be 
easy finding another con¬ 
tributor like we had ... 
that feller had a big heart 
to give the parcel for 


free," he said. 

In fact, the whole opera¬ 
tion runs on the charity of 
others - from the giving 
of land and seed to fuel, 
equipment and time. 

This time, however, the 
group believes they will 
need to dish out some 


cash to rent land. They 
need to find a parcel near 
Didsbury or Carstairs 
before planting time in 
April and are prepared to 
negotiate. 

“If we negotiate rent, it 
may mean that we can 
only give $10,000 rather 
than $20,000 but we feel 
that’s still a significant 
amount to prevent people 
from going hungry,” 
Stauffer said. 

Clem Kuelker agrees. 

He joined the list of vol¬ 
unteers at the project two 
years ago believing any¬ 
thing they could send to 
Canadian Foodgrains 
would improve the condi¬ 
tions of people living in 
Third World countries. 

“My brother has told me 
about the need. He’s spent 
the last 25 years as a doc¬ 
tor in Africa,” he said. 

“He has travelled all 
over and told me how 
badly children and fami¬ 
lies are affected by 
hunger and suppression 
... I wanted to do my part 
to help, so here I am.”

Town puzzles over province's funding gaps 

Counties see MSI grants rocket as towns get less

Town officials are 
demanding an explanation 
from the province over gaps 
in funding they say are 
unfair and peculiar. 

Roy Brown, chief finan¬ 
cial officer for the Tow r n of 
Didsbury, said municipali¬ 
ties lost hundreds of thou¬ 
sands in Municipal 
Sustainability Initiative 
(MSI) funding this year, 
while counties gained. He 
wants to know why. 

"I know funding is based 


on a formula but what does¬ 
n’t make sease is that coun¬ 
ties are getting so much 
more than municipalities. 
It’s very peculiar,” Brown 
said. 

This year the town was 
supposed to get its first full 
installment of MSI - about 
1.35 million- as part of a 10- 
year consistent funding 
agreement. Instead the 
municipality received $926, 
859 from government, as 
the province dealt with its 
own budget pressures. 

The latest MSI contribu¬ 
tion was also supposed to 
cover the loss of the Alberta 


Municipal Infrastructure 
Program (AMIP), which 
ended this year - but now 
does barely that. 

A funding shortfall and 
the absence of AMIP has 
put the municipality at a 22 
per cent loss over 2009. 

The impact has already 
been felt by the town, 
which fired five employees 
and suggested a 3.5 per cent 
tax increase. Council also 
agreed at the Feb. 22 budg¬ 
et meeting that fewer dol¬ 
lars would be spent on road 
construction and facility 
planning in 2010 than in 
years past.

Initially council said it 
wasn’t “terribly upset” 
about the funding. It under¬ 
stood the province only had 
so much to dole out. Then 
councillors saw a report 
sent to them by the Town of 
Innisfail that showed coun¬ 
ties in Central Alberta are 
getting way more in MSI 
funds than their urban 
counterparts. 

The news has councillors 
demanding an explanation. 
They are planning to bring 
up the gaps between county 
and town funding at an 
MIv\ roundtable, April. 16. 

“I am not one of (Mayor 
Dave) Bronconnier’s 

biggest supporters ... but 
maybe he has something 
after all,” Brown said. 

“As our funding goes 
down, the counties' goes 
up. Yes times are tough, but 
wo still want to be treated 
fairly.” 

Didsbury is getting 78 per 
cent less than Mountain 
View County, which saw a 
9.3 per cent increase in 
funding despite the loss of 
AMIP. Clearwater County 
experienced t he largest 
increase of 23 per cent, 
while Rocky Mountain 
House experienced a 29 per 
cent funding drop. 


Red Deer Mayor Morris 
Flewwelling, which saw 28 
per cent less MSI funds this 
year, Isn’t keen on the distri¬ 
bution “but it’s a fact of life 
and we have to move on in 
these difficult times,” he 
said. 

“I think we were given 
some rationale on why this 
was going to happen and 
whether we like it or not, at

least it’s based on ration¬ 
ale.” 

But Mayor Ken Graham 
of Innisfail wonders if the 
rationale is the problem. 
The province distributes 
MSI based on things like 
kilometres of roads and 
population and it seems to 
favour counties. 


“We looked at five coun¬ 
ties and 10 municipalities 
... maybe this is just an 
anomaly. But maybe it’s 
not,” he said. 

Municipal affairs minis¬ 
ter, Hector Goudreau and 
MLA Richard Marz don’t 
see what the fuss is about. 

Municipalities got more 
MSI funding than they did in 
2009 and with construction 
costs down this year, towns 
will be able to do more for 
less, Goudreau said. 

As for gaps between 
county and town funds 
-“the fact remains that 
urban municipalities are 
not the same as rurals in 
their responsibilities 
...(counties) look after 85- 
90 per cent of the roads, 
80 per cent of bridges and 
all those things towns 
don’t have to deal with,” 
he said. 

Marz agrees and believes 
perhaps towns are “misun¬ 
derstanding" the numbers. 

“I'd 1 h' happy to meet and 
talk to them about it,” he 
said.

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Library staff thrilled with raise

Tears were shed in the library’s boardroom last Monday, 
as employees heard the town settled on a raise. 

Town councillors agreed - unofficially - at a budget 
meeting to give the library $21,000 to bring staff wages on 
par with the province. 

It’s $4,(XH) less than what the library had asked for but 
it’s good enough, said manager, Inez Kosinski. 

“When we heard, there were outcries and tears because 
we were just like ... wow," she said. 

"As sappy as it sounds, it’s not about the money. This 
means the town recognizes and respects our service." 

The library board went hat in hand to the town last 
November, asking for more funds to pad reserves, expand 
customer service and achieve wage parity. 

For the last six years the board has been struggling with 
a bare bones budget and the problem, they said was it lis¬ 
tened to the advice of town administration. 

They had been told not to ask council for more than the 
current cost of living allowance, which gave the library an 
extra three or four per cent in funding each year. 

It was not enough and as a result, the library fell behind 
the wage offerings of other facilities in the Parkland 
Regional District and was forced to ask for a huge 
increase this year, Kosinski said. 

The request was an additional $25,000 over 2009 or a 
total $140,000 appropriation - an amount the councillors 
weren't sure they could give. 

Coun. Bob Davidson, a former library board member, 
championed the library, along with board chair, Coun. 
Gail Nowlan. 


“It’s a bad time to catch up unfortunately, but their 
wages are way under as it is and I’d hate to see things get 
worse if we leave it,” Davidson said. 

“Aid we don’t want to risk services disintegrating 
because they don’t have the staff." 

Nowlan said Davidson had it “bang on.” 

“They were not strong enough to stand up and say what 
they needed ... now they need (this money) to move for¬ 
ward," Nowlan said. 

“Everyone realizes this is a huge chunk all at once, but 
what can we do?” 

Council agreed to give the library a wage hike of $21, 
0(H), which is $4,(MM) less than what the library board 
asked for. 

Part of the requested funds called for the dollars to 
open the building Mondays, which would cost $4,5<M) and 
can be postponed, council said. 

Library employees were told the town agreed to a budg¬ 
et increase at their annual general meeting, last Monday 
and were “pleasantly surprised," Kosinski said. 

“They reduced it somewhat, but we can respect that and 
work within that shortfall,” she said. 

“We were afraid we’d get a lot less.” 

Besides boosting staff morale, the funding will help 
retain staff, while providing the dollars for the library to 
expand on outreach and programs for children, she 
said. 

As for opening Mondays, it’ll happen eventually. 

“We will hold off for the time being but we want to 
expand our hours eventually; it’s something we’ve been 
talking about for years,” Kosinski said. 

“Perhaps we’ll do some of our own fundraising.” 


Public works pumped about system

The Morris Meadow pump saga could be at an end 
this month, as public works prepares to put in a new 
system. 

Charlie Macdonald, public works manager, asked the 
town for $20,000 to put in a new pump after he got nine 
emergency calls over Family Day weekend in February. 
Commercial grade paper towel had plugged a pump - 
again - prompting a second to kick in and alert public 
works to trouble. 

The problem was fixed but the risk to residents' homes 
far from over. 

There is always the chance public works may miss the 
alarm for a plugged pump or both pumps could overheat 
and break down, causing refuse to quickly build up in 
Morris Meadows homes, Macdonald said. 

“I thought enough is enough. This (new pump) will elim¬ 


inate the dam problem. It’s costly, but this was getting to 
be a concern," he said. 

Morris Meadows is no stranger to pump failure - or 
paper towels. 

In July 2009, the town pinned notices to doors of people 
in the area asking whoever was flushing paper towel to 
stop. Aid the person did, for a while. 

In December the problem started up again, with four 
blockages in seven days, then again last month. 

The new grinder pump, which will be installed this 
March, will cut up any paper towel to prevent blockage. 

“That (original) pump should never have been there ... 
and this illustrates a need and concern for enforcing stan¬ 
dards for developments so we don't end up with this prob¬ 
lem,” said Coun. Bob Davidson. 

“This would have been less expensive if it had been 
done at the start.” 

Another $20,000 was approved, Feb. 23, for sewer cam¬ 
eras. 


Well, I guess my fingers 
must be still crossed 
because the month of 
February has yet again 
been a quiet start for the 
year. In total we have 
responded to only six calls 
in the district of Didsbury. 
There haven’t been any 
serious incidents beyond 
the odd medical assist and 
smoke investigation. 

As far as the training 
nights go, we have been 
polishing the very basics, 
making sure everyone is on 
the same page. Our equip¬ 
ment committee has reor¬ 
ganized all of our truck 
lockers. They do get disor¬ 
derly when we go on calls. 
As for the rest of the team, 
it’s been a matter of keep¬ 
ing the hall clean and pre¬ 
pared for when the next 
“big one” will come knock¬ 
ing on our door. 

For this month's insight, I 
want to talk about what is 
involved in a night of train¬ 
ing. Many of the guys and 
girls will show up before 
our training starts and get 
caught up with a week's 
worth of goings-on. 
Beginning at 7 p in. every¬ 
one sits around the office 
table with the training offi¬ 
cer and he talks about what 
we will all be doing for the

night. There are a number 
of activities we can do, 
from learning about differ¬ 
ent kinds of knots to tag¬ 
ging a hydrant and running 
scenarios. 

On training 
night we will 
also do rig 
checks. To 
test the trucks 
is quite a 
monotonous 
task of check¬ 
ing off what’s 
included in 
each locker, 
noting down 
what’s miss¬ 
ing and look¬ 
ing at the 
engine and 
lights for any¬ 
thing that doesn’t work. 
When the trucks are 
checked to our training 
officer’s satisfaction, he or 
she will sign off the sheets. 

If the week has been 
busy or the trucks have 
gone out a few times, we’ll 
wash the rigs and restock 
anything we used. 

Training nights arc 1 not 
always enough and so there 
are other courses we can 
take to boost our knowl¬ 
edge of what to do at the 
scene of a fire. Lakeland 
College in Vermillion has a

phenomenal training pro¬ 
gram. The course can be 
broken down into subcate¬ 
gories, so that our depart¬ 
ment can send our mem¬ 
bers to other 
towns to 
take part in 
training. It 
takes two 
weeks of 
learning and 
testing 
before fire¬ 
fighters can 
get their 
course cer¬ 
tificate. 

Our train¬ 
ing always 
kicks in dur¬ 
ing a call - 
t h o u g h 
sometimes it’s wasted. On 
Feb. 24 we were called 
after someone smelled a 
strange odor outside. They 
thought it was I12S gas, so 
out went the pumper and 
rescue to investigate. 
When we finally arrived on 
scene (which was very 
hard to pinpoint) there was 
no one to be found and 
only a mild gas smell in the 
air. The gas company made 
some a((justmerits and our 
members returned to the 
hall 

People need to be aware 


of what they are calling us 
out for. Calling 911 because 
you stumbled on a motor 
vehicle collision is one 
thing, but to smell gas 
while you are driving and 
call it in without checking 
out the source or to see a 
plume of smoke without 
seeing if something is up in 
flames, is another. It 
wastes valuable resources 
and time just to find out the 
property owner is burning 
some straw bales.
